Trak.—It is in vain for this country to ftruggle in par- 
fiament for an equality in the words of Jaws, if the execu- 
tion thall be altogether different. The. diftillers if their 
advertifement, have given a defeription of the late pro- 
ceedings from undoubted faéts;—a defeription which reali- 
zes all the horrors which the wifett, and beft of men in 
the nation, early forefaw: But. this ® the frit time they 
‘have been reduced to praftice in this; or in any kingdom 
‘of Europes nor is there a government on the face of the 
tarth‘to which a man’. would not give the preference. It 
were a thoufand times better for the di(titers to be in the 
hands of Farmers of the Revenue, as jin “France. Farmers 
would know, that fach degrees of rigour were hottite to 
their intereft. ‘The management by Farmers is unconftitu- 
tional in Britain ; becaufe it is apprehended, their felf-in- 
acreft would carty them to a feyere and inexorable execu- 
tion of the ‘law, inconfiftent with the manners of a free 
nation; and, in order to avoid this very evil, the Revenue 
Boards were inftituted. But, were the diftillery duties 
‘farmed, the trader would be vigilantly protected in bis 
market; his bufinefs would be encouaged; and, what is 
of more importance, there would be no difference between 
South and North Britain. ‘The diftillers put this fimple 

neftion to the Scottith Board :—Are the diftillers of Eng- 
Bind excifed in the manner complained of?—They certain-
